Hope voters turned down by nearly 2 to 1 a proposal 


to increase the school property tax 5 mills, from 35 to 40. 
In EIDorado the voters were faced with an increase of 6 
mills, from 38 to 44, and they beat it by 1,682 to 1,020. 


Also, El Dorado took care of Lee Roy Beasley, \vho 


as chairman of the Governor's Advisory committee on 
Education might be called the spiritual godfather of the 
3% sales tax. 
He ran for the school board and was 


beaten. 


The parallel is this: Union and Hempstead counties 


' are among the dozen or so out of 75. which have made an 


effort to appraise and reassess property for .local fax 
purposes. Both counties set up special funds and hired 
appraisers. Because Union was ahead of us in this program 
you will recall that we invited one of their schoolmen up 
here when we started the Hempstead program. 


It is fair comment, therefore, to presume that cit- 


izens operating in similar environments and confronted 
by almost identical tax proposals reached the same con- 
clusion. 


The conclusion was, that after launching the as- 


sessment reform the school managers were diverted to 
the opposite road — looking to the immediate cash of 
higher millage rates on existing assessments, and de- 
pending on the 3% sales tax promises of the politically- 
managed GACE . . . either of which courses meant dis- 
aster for the reassessment program. 


That the reassessment program has definitely slowed 


down is a fact— both state-wide and locally. The Ar- 
kansas 'Recorder, Little Rock, of March 15, reports that 
the state-wide ratio of property assessments to actual 
property sales in 1956 was exactly the same as in 1955 


' 77 Jr™^0' Hempstead county's ratio rose slightly, from 


14.51% in 1955 to 16.51 % in 1956 — but certainly 
not getting on very fast toward the required 2096 goal. 
The statistics are from the seventh survey made for 
public utilities by the Missouri-Arkansas Association of 
Tax Representatives. 


Without on adequate property assessment base the 


public schools can .have neither sufficient income for 
today nor security for tomorrow. My quarrel with the 
political leadership'of Arkansas' public schools is that 
it beguiles the rank-and-file withi "quick success" stories 
from other, states,but studiously avoids comparing, prop-'' 
erty assessments. I Was struck by this National Educa 
tion; Association report on Page 234 of the 1956-57 Ar- 
kansas Almanac; Says the Almanac; 


"The 
NEA; report showed that state aid to 


public schools in Arkansas for 1954-55 totaled 
more than that of 17 other states, but local rev- 
enues exceed totals of only 8 other states." 


Arkansas' trouble, of course, is that it is cursed 


with an elective and undermanned tax assessor's office 
It is hurting the schools and killing off city and county 
government,

, ... Nevertheless, the elective assessor is likely to do 


crbetter /ob if he is-offered assistance and protection by 
the massed forces of the schools and the PTA's. One 
thing that would certainly help would be the placing of 
a representative of the schools or the PTA's in the office 
through t,he assessing period. 


Why not, approach the tax assessor with this offer? 


It s wrong to expert one elective official to stick his neck 
out and alone begr the brunt of raising assessments.
